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the national economy, provided the bases for the formulation of the Strategic Environmental Plan 
(SEP) for Palawan Act, which was afterwards adopted into Republic Act No. 7611 in 1992. Pursuant 
to the law, the Palawan Council for Sustainable Develooment (PCSD) is mandated to exercise the 
governance. implementation and policy direction of the SEP. and enforce provisions of other existing 
laws, rules and regulations similar to or complementary to RA. No. 7611, such as RA. No. 9147 
(Wildlife Resources Conservation and Protection Act), RA. No. 9175 (Chain Saw Act of 2000), and RA. 
9072 (National Caves and Cave Resources Management and Protection Act). 


For 2018, the PCSD and its professional support staff (the PCSD Staff or PCSDS) have continued their 
mandate of implementing these laws in Palawan. The agency attained and in some cases exceeded 
its targets for the year under the seven activities of the Palawan ECAN Management Program, as 
committed under the General Appropriations Act (GAA) of 2018. Tnese targets include: (a) 4 ECAN 
maps updated: (b) 80% (12 out of 15) functional wildlife traffic monitoring units (WTMUs): and (c) 2 
population studies of endemic species. The agency's budget utilization rate (BUR) in 2018 is 100%. 


The continuous alignment of the PCSDS processes with the ISO 9001:2015 or the Quality 
Management System (QMS) and the actual implementation of the system have provided 
advantages in resolving external and internal issues encountered by the agency. With its efforts and 
Slalaalesiicsiaanlamea(onee)aldlalelelUismiaele)siaaiciale-l8(e)ane)/m@)\{sMlalomcle[- AIG\ A S8el(-] AlRe MS ORO lanl ileclelelal eo) 
a third-party certifying body in 2018.
